The Beferm ef the Civil Service. 

Senators Carpenter, of Wisconsin, and 
Apsorr, of North Carolina, have been mov- 
ing in the matter of the civil service. We 
do not know that they propose, nor how far 
they are influenced by any desire to reform 
it, but certainly they are not moving in the 
right direction. Mr. CanpeNrzr’s resolu- 
tion requesting the heads of departments to 
furnish the descriptive rolls of the employees 
of the Government, with a view to ascertain- 
ing what States they ate from, and who had 
them appointed, thus obtaining the amount 
of “patronage” enjoyed by each Senator and 
Representative, appears to have been made 
in the interest of dissappointed office-seekers 
and uninfiuential Senators. The influential 
members will take good care to smother 
this resolution, and it is one not worthy of 
consideration by us, save as indicating a 
very unworthy spirit in our great reformers 
and lawgivers, and, we fear, the hopeless- 
ness of the civil service reformation. 

But Mr. Anpotr’s amendment 1 one that 
‘we are sorry to see disgracing the journal of 
a Senate of thie enlightened day. We sin- 
cerely trust that the Senate will not, as Mr. 
Ausorr asks, declare as its opinion that “the 
distribution of official patronage, not em- 
Braced in local offices in the State, should be 
made, as nearly as may be practicable, ac- 
cording to representation an@ population ; 
and that, to confine patronage to any par- 
ticular portion of the States or sections, 
either wholly or partially, is unjust and in- 
jurious.” 

There can be no honest or able civil 
service such as this country needs formed 
on any such ridiculous principle as the dis- 
tribution of offices according to representa- 
tion and population. It is even more absurd, 
if not more unprincipled, than the old Dem- 
ocratic practice of the distribution of Gov- 
ernment offices as spoils to the victors; his 
party justified Mr. Marcy in enunciating 
his infamous precept, but. there will 
be few, we imagine, of any 
party to accept Mr. ApporT’s senseless 
declaration. If the Government, in select- 
ing its servants,.is to consider, not their 
ability and honesty and experience, but the 
claims of the locality whence they date, 
then the Government will secure a very 
inefficient, if not avery corrupt set of ser- 
vants. Mr. ApBorr’s resolution repeats an 
old heresy which we hoped we had been edu- 
cated to discard; we are satisfied that the 
good sense of the people will lead them to

The question how far the locality from 
which a man is appointed to an office, 
whether, domestic or foreign, should be 
taken into the account in considering his 
claims and qualifications, is, of course, a 
general and a broad one. General Grantis un- 
derstood to have rejected contemptuously 
the idea that offices were to be portioned 
out, like so much plunder, in equal parts to 
the various States, and certainly his appoint- 
ments confirm this theory of his opinions. 
But the very peculiar position of California, 
its geographical severance from the other 
States, its ocean outlet on the Pacific in- 
stead of the Atlantic, and its present and 
future relations to Asiatic commerce, nat- 
urally make this State sensitive regarding’ 
our Missions and Consulates to Chins, Japan 
and the Sandwich Islands. 

Nevertheless, it should seem that Cali- 
fornia is not only unrepresented in any of 
these places, but has hardly been consulted 
regarding them, and hence one is hardly sur- 
prised to hear by the San Francisco telegram 
that “the appointment of the successor to 
J. Ross Browne to the China Mission is 
viewed with regret, while the nomination 
of Cuartzs E. DELonG to Japan is de- 
nounced as an unfit one.”
